Medina claims victory 
in Dominican 
Republic Presidential 
vote

SANTO DOMINGO (AFP) - 
Ruling party candidate 
Danilo Medina claimed vic¬ 
tory Monday in the Domini¬ 
can Republic's presidential 
elections, after official results 
showed him beating former 
president Hipolito Mejia. 

Medina was leading with 
51.2 percent of the vote to 
46.9 percent for ex-president 
Hipolito Mejia, with more 
than 99 percent of the 
precincts accounted for, elec¬ 


toral authorities said. 

"Today, thanks to the sov¬ 
ereign decision of the Domini¬ 
can people, I am president of 
all Dominicans," Medina 
wrote on his Twitter account. 

Medina, 60, is represent¬ 
ing the Dominican Liberation 
Party (PLD) of outgoing 
President Leonel Fernandez, 
who has served three terms in 
office. His running mate is 
the president's wife, Mar¬ 
garita Cedeno.

With her new album 
PIECES OF ME, Ledisi un¬ 
doubtedly proves that she is a 
woman to know. Loaded with 
emotion and charged with 
unparalleled soul, this record 
adds another dimension to 
the persona the singer has 
been sharing with audiences 
since her explosive entrance 
on the music scene a few 
short years ago.

With the Adopt an Addict 
Foundation’s new planned 
project, called “Blessed Vil¬ 
lage”, the Aruba Timeshare 
Association (ATSA) is re¬ 
newing its commitment to¬ 
wards this invaluable 
foundation. At a recent 
luncheon, the ATSA Board, 
represented by Jan van Nes

Avengers outgun

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Record-breaking blockbuster 
"The Avengers" stayed atop 
North America’s box offices 
for a third straight week, eas¬ 
ily outgunning new arrival 
"Battleship," industry data 
showed Monday. 

The comic book superhero 
blockbuster made $55.6 mil¬ 
lion over the weekend in North 
America, said box office 
tracker Exhibitor Relations. 

The film has become the 
highest-grossing movie in 
Walt Disney Studios history 
with global earnings so far of 
$1.18 billion, the fourth high¬ 
est total of all time, it said. 

"The Avengers" pounded 
new release "Battleship," 
which earned the number two 
spot and about $25.5 million 
in its debut weekend. 

Trailing "Battleship" was 
comedian Sacha Baron 
Cohen's wacky "The Dicta¬ 
tor," which scored a third 
place finish and $17.4 mil¬ 
lion in its premier weekend. 

Next was Tim Burton's new 
Johnny Depp vampire flick 
"Dark Shadows," in fourth 
place with $12.6 million.

Monday. 

"God has blessed us 
with a beautiful baby boy. 
Both mother and baby are 
fine. I am thrilled to bits," 
her husband Raj Kundra 
announced on Twitter. 

In another tweet he 
thanked staff at the Hinduja 
Hospital in suburban Mum¬ 
bai where the baby was 
born. 

Shetty, 36, who together 
with Kundra owns a stake 
in the Indian Premier 
League cricket team Ra¬ 
jasthan Royals, was the vic¬ 
tim of allegedly racist 
bullying by the late Jade 
Goody during the 2007 
"Celebrity Big Brother" re¬ 
ality series. 

The controversy sparked 
international headlines, and 
Shetty went on to win the 
series. 

Shetty has not broken 
through into major film 
roles, but she has remained 
one of Bollywood's most 
talked-about and pho¬ 
tographed figures. 

She also caused a stir 
when she locked lips with 
American actor Richard 
Gere at an AIDS awareness 
event in 2007, leading an 
Indian judge to issue an ar¬ 
rest warrant against him.

Iran starts legal case against 
Reuters 


TEHRAN (AFP) - Iranian au¬ 
thorities said on Monday they 
have formally started legal 
proceedings against the inter¬ 
national news agency Reuters, 
after suspending its Tehran bu¬ 
reau over a report about fe¬ 
male ninjas. 

’’The final decision on 
Reuters resuming its activities 
in Tehran depends on the 
court's verdict," Mohammad 
Javad Aghajari, the head of the 
foreign media section of the 
culture ministry, was quoted as 
saying by the official Islamic 
Republic News Agency 
(IRNA). 

A Reuters statement said the 
news agency has apologised 
for the ninja story and re¬ 


tracted it. 

It protested a travel ban 
placed on the Reuters bureau 
chief in Tehran, Parisa Hafezi, 
who had been forced to hand 
in her Iranian passport as part 
of bail conditions imposed by 
an investigating magistrate 
pending the court case. 

The case stems from a Feb¬ 
ruary 16 video report Reuters 
did on a group of female ninjas 
training in the city of Karaj, 
west of Tehran. 

The women and the head of 
the ninjutsu club featured in 
the report objected that they 
were mischaracterised as 
killers in the story's original 
headline, which read "Thou¬ 
sands of female Ninjas train as 


Iran’s assassins", and said they 
would sue for defamation. 

Reuters subsequently 
changed the headline to read 
"Three thousand women Nin¬ 
jas train in Iran".

Mejia, however, had not yet 
conceded defeat and officials 
of his Dominican Revolution¬ 
ary Party said they would chal¬ 
lenge the results. 

Earlier, a Mejia spokesman,

and vowed: "we will 
prove this with docu¬ 
ments." 

Mej ia, 71, governed 
from 2000 to 2004 in the 
country of 10 million in¬ 
habitants, which shares 
the mountainous Hispan¬ 
iola island with Haiti. 

Four other candidates 
also ran in the election but 
had little impact. 

The high cost of living, 
unemployment, corrup¬ 
tion and a soaring crime 
rate were among the top cam¬ 
paign issues. 

Economic inequality is an¬ 
other major concern for many 
of the 6.5 million registered 
voters, including 328,000 who 
live abroad, about a third of 
them in New York. 

The Dominican Republic 
sidestepped the global eco¬ 
nomic crisis in 2008 but re¬ 
mains mired in poverty despite 
solid economic growth under 


Fernandez. 

The fact that Fernandez's 
wife is Medina's running mate 
reinforces his image as a can¬ 
didate who will see through 
the current government's lib¬ 
eral economic policies, prom¬ 
ising "safe change". 

The Caribbean nation de¬ 
pends heavily on tourism, re¬ 
mittances from Dominicans 
living overseas, aid from the 
International Monetary Fund 
and cheap oil from Venezuela. 

Inflation surpassed seven 
percent in 2011, unemploy¬ 
ment was 14.6 percent and 30 
percent of its people live in 
poverty. 

Mejia has shaped his cam¬ 
paign around promises to fight 
poverty with social programs 
and policies to boost agricul¬ 
ture and aid farm workers. 

An agronomist by training, 
Mejia has a strong following 
among poor farmers, with a 
down to earth style and rheto¬ 
ric that helped him win the 
presidency in 2004, when he 
defeated Medina. 


Supreme Court to 
hear electronic 
eavesdropping case 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Supreme Court on Monday 
agreed to hear a US govern¬ 
ment challenge to a lawsuit 
against its electronic surveil¬ 
lance program, which allows 
authorities to eavesdrop on 
Americans' overseas phone 
calls and emails. 

The court agreed to hear 
the case Clapper vs. Amnesty 
International, the Barack 
Obama administration's peti¬ 
tion to the US top court in 
which it seeks to throw out a 
suit challenging US govern¬ 
ment monitoring of Ameri¬ 
cans' international 

communications. 

Obama administration 

lawyers appealed to the high¬ 
est US court on behalf of 
James Clapper, Director of 
National Intelligence, and 
maintains that because the sur¬ 
veillance targets foreigners, 
the US plaintiffs have no 
standing to sue. 

But Amnesty International, 
along with other human rights 
groups, media organizations 
and attorneys, maintain that 
they have standing to chal¬ 
lenge the wiretapping of over¬ 
seas suspects because their 
own private communications 
could also be intercepted in 
the electronic monitoring. 

The US appeals court in 
March 2011 allowed the suit 
challenging the constitutional¬ 
ity of the federal government's 
electronic surveillance pro¬ 


gram targeting persons outside 
the United States. 

The court ruled that the 
plaintiffs bringing the suit had 
a "reasonable fear" that their 
sensitive communications 
could be intercepted and had 
taken costly measures to avoid 
such intrusions. 

Amnesty, the American 
Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) 
and other plaintiffs maintain 
that the secret surveillance vi¬ 
olates the US Constitution's 
Fourth Amendment ban on un¬ 
reasonable searches. 

The law at issue is the For¬ 
eign Intelligence Surveillance 
Act (FISA) which was passed 
in the waning days of the 
George W. Bush administra¬ 
tion. 

In the 2008 measure, Con¬ 
gress gave the federal govern¬ 
ment broad powers to monitor 
international phone calls and 
emails in hopes of thwarting 
potential terrorist plots. 

The legislation allows ex¬ 
tended electronic surveillance 
of non-Americans believed to 
be outside the United States 
and who raised the suspicions 
of US intelligence officials. 

But the plaintiffs in the suit 
have said they consider the 
wiretapping to be a form of 
"dragnet" surveillance which 
would would likely sweep up 
private calls and emails of 
thousands of Americans who 
are not targets but who have 
contact with people abroad.

CHICAGO (AFP) - Anti- 
NATO protesters squared up 
for another day of demonstra¬ 
tions Monday, only hours after 
hundreds clashed with baton- 
wielding riot police leading to 
45 arrests. 

As the leaders of more than 
50 nations discussed plans to 
shore up Afghanistan after 
NATO's withdrawal in 2014, a 
couple of hundred protesters 
occupied the street in front of 
Boeing's Chicago headquar¬ 
ters. 

Dozens of people lay down 
on the road and played dead 
while a black-clad woman 
drew chalk outlines around 
them and a megaphone-wield¬ 
ing man decried Boeing's war 
profiteering. 

They tossed confetti bombs 
and silly string into the air and 
chanted "we are unstoppable! 
Another world is possible!" 
under the watchful eye of po¬ 
lice who guarded barricades 
that lined the sidewalks and 
the entrances to Boeing's black 
stone office tower. 

Boeing told employees to 
work from home on Monday 
in anticipation of "disruptions" 
from the protest. 

"As long as the protesters 
remain peaceful and respectful 
of the police, security, and 
Boeing personnel who are here 
today, we respect their rights to 
express their opinions," 
spokesman Todd Blecher told 
AFP. 

Clashes had erupted late 
Sunday when a core group ig¬ 
nored orders to clear the streets 
after thousands held an other¬ 
wise peaceful march on the 
opening day of the NATO 
summit. 

An AFP correspondent saw 
more than a dozen protesters 
roughly shoved down onto the 
ground, handcuffed and hauled 
away as the angry crowd threw 
water bottles, wooden sticks 
and anything else to hand at 
police clad in riot gear.

WHO's Chan raises funding 
squeeze concern 


BANGKOK (AFP) - Nearly 
half of transgender people in 
the Asia-Pacific region could 
have HIV as poor healthcare 
and high-risk lifestyles push 
infection rates to "critical lev¬ 
els", a UN report said Thurs¬ 
day. 

The region's estimated 9-9.5 
million transgender popula¬ 
tion is "bearing the brunt of 
the HIV epidemic", the UN 
Development Programme 
study said, adding that figures 
suggest 49 percent of the com¬ 
munity could be infected. 

The figure is drawn from 
anecdotal evidence of infec¬ 
tion rates among trans-women 
— men who become women — 
taken from the "scattered and 
often small-scale research" 
available across the region, 
the UNDP said. 

Report author Sam Winter, 
of Hong Kong University, 
urged governments to take 
note of the "burning need to 
address a very human crisis", 
pointing out many transgender 
people end up working as 
prostitutes and having unsafe 
sex. 

"Social exclusion, poverty 
and HIV infection contribute 
to what we call a 'stigma sick¬ 
ness slope' — a downward spi¬ 
ral that is difficult to reverse," 
he said in the "Lost in Transi¬ 
tion" study. 

Transgender people also 
routinely suffer violence and 
prejudice while being offered 
narrow economic opportuni¬ 


ties and scant psychological 
support, the report found. 

Billed as the region's most 
comprehensive study, the re¬ 
port collates information from 
the last 12 years, painting a 
picture of hardship for many 
transgender people, who lack 
basic healthcare and emo¬ 
tional help. 

It recorded cases of "back¬ 
yard" sex change surgery in¬ 
cluding castration and the 
widespread use of unsafe in¬ 
dustrial silicone for breast im¬ 
plants among those who 
cannot afford quality health¬ 
care. 

Often transgender people 
leave home at a young age in 
response to family disap¬ 
proval, drop out off school be¬ 
cause of bullying and struggle 
to find work, which pushes 
them into prostitution, it said. 

But the study also high¬ 
lighted positive developments, 
noting an increasingly confi¬ 
dent transgender identity has 
taken root. It also detected 
greater will from the commu¬ 
nity to engage with main¬ 
stream services and policy 
discussions. 

"The creation of advocacy 
networks, community-based 
organisations and non-govem- 
ment organisations devoted to 
empowering our communities 
is a source of joy," according 
to Thai transgender activist 
Prempreeda Pramoj Na Ayut- 
thaya. 


World’s smallest 
artificial heart 
implanted in 
Italian baby 

ROME (AFP) - Italian doc¬ 
tors in March implanted the 
smallest ever artificial heart 
into a 16-month-old baby 
before the infant received a 
permanent organ donation, 
said the hospital that per¬ 
formed the operation. 

"In March, the smallest 
artificial heart in the world 
was implanted at the Bam¬ 
bino Gesu Hospital in 
Rome," Antonio Amodeo, a 
senior hospital official, said 
in a statement. 

"The device, a titanium 
pump weighing only 11 
grams and that can endure a 
flow of up to 1.5 litres per 
minute, was used in an 
emergency case of a 16- 
month-old infant suffering 
from dilated myocardiopa- 
thy with a serious infection 
of the ventricular assistance 
device that had been im¬ 
planted previously." 

The artificial heart made 
it possible for the infant, 
whose identity and sex were 
not revealed, to survive for 
13 days before the baby re¬ 
ceived a real heart trans¬ 
plant. 

"At present, at more than 
one month from the surgery, 
the infant is in good health," 
the statement said. 


GENEVA (AFP) - Funding 
pressures and the rise of 
chronic illnesses such as heart 
disease are the top "danger 
zones" for global health in 
2012, the head of the World 
Health Organization, Margaret 
Chan, said on Monday. 

The director general used an 
address to the World Health 
Assembly, the annual meeting 
of the WHO's decision-mak¬ 
ing body, to warn that 
squeezed government finances 
could see the focus stray from 
the fight against diseases like 
HIV/AIDS - where a 2015 
target for treatment already 
looks to be missed. 

"Saving a life with a vaccine 
is unquestionably far cheaper 
and more immediate than 
keeping someone with AIDS 
alive. It is also less demanding 
on health services," said Chan. 

"Taxpayers and parliamen¬ 
tarians want to see quick, tan¬ 
gible, and measurable results 
that demonstrate payback for 
the money. 

"This can be dangerous, es¬ 


pecially for a disease like 
HIV/AIDS." 

Chan said there was "good 
reason" to believe that a 
United Nations target of hav¬ 
ing 15 million people on anti¬ 
retroviral therapy by 2015 will 
not be met. 

The director general, who is 
expected to be officially reap¬ 
pointed for a second term on 
Wednesday, also warned of the 
"longest dark shadow" over 
progress in global health: non 
communicable diseases in¬ 
cluding cardiovascular disease 
and diabetes. 

WHO statistics released last 
week showed obesity rates 
nearly doubled across the 
globe from 1980 to 2008. 

One in three adults suffers 
from high blood pressure and 
one in every ten has diabetes. 

Chronic diseases are on the 
rise in developing countries in 
particular, where people are 
living longer and where salty, 
processed foods have become 
more widespread.

Digital media brings erotic 
books out of the closet 



Climate scientists 
say they have solved 
riddle of rising sea 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - It 
seems like yesterday that 
women's erotica was some¬ 
thing to be read in private 
under the sheets. But no more. 

With ebooks like Kindle and 
Nook enabling discreet down¬ 
loading and reading, erotic 
novels for women are swiftly 
gaining in popularity. 

British author E.L. James' 
"Fifty Shades of Grey" trilogy 
has been parked atop the New 
York Times digital bestseller 
list for weeks, but it's not alone 
in the genre. 


"Sales have always been 
good," said Tina Haveman, 
founder of eXtasy books, "but 
the increase has happened over 
the last few years because of 
the new ebook readers that 
have become available." 

"Ebooks are cheaper than 
paperbacks, and easier to buy 
because of the convenience of 
the Internet," she added, "and 
people can read them without 
having to hide them from pry¬ 
ing eyes." 

"You could be a mom, like, 
sitting in the park on a play day 


with the moms down the block 
and you could be reading, like, 
a real kinky novel and nobody 
knows," agreed Brenda 
Knight, associate publisher of 
Cleis Press. 

Founded in 1980, Cleis 
Press bills itself as the largest 
queer publisher in the United 
States, and 70 percent of its 
erotica sales are digital. 

Kensington Books, another 
US publisher, says its Aphro- 
disia collection of adult ebooks 
accounted for 57 percent of 
sales in 2011, compared to a 
mere two percent three years 
earlier. 

But its spokeswoman Vida 
Engstrand said the success of 
such "mommy pom" as "Fifty 
Shades" is not singularly re¬ 
sponsible for the growth in 
ebook sales. 

"Sales in ebooks have been 
growing in leaps and bounds 
since well before E.L. James 
hit the mark," she said.

PARIS (AFP) - Massive ex¬ 
traction of groundwater can re¬ 
solve a puzzle over a rise in sea 
levels in past decades, scien¬ 
tists in Japan said on Sunday. 

Global sea levels rose by an 
average of 1.8 millimetres 
(0.07 inches) per year from 
1961-2003, according to data 
from tide gauges. 

But the big question is how 
much of this can be pinned to 
global warming. 

In its landmark 2007 report, 
the UN's Nobel-winning Inter¬ 
governmental Panel on Cli¬ 
mate Change (IPCC) ascribed 
1.1mm (0.04 inches) per year 
to thermal expansion of the 
oceans — water expands when 
it is heated — and to meltwater 
from glaciers, icecaps and the 
Greenland and Antarctica ice¬ 
caps. 

That left 0.7mm (0.03 
inches) per year unaccounted 
for, a mystery that left many 
scientists wondering if the data 
were correct or if there were 
some source that had eluded 
everyone. 

In a study published in the 
journal Nature Geoscience, a 
team led by Yadu Pokhrel of 
the University of Tokyo say the 
answer lies in water that is ex¬ 
tracted from underground 
aquifers, rivers and lakes for 
human development but is 
never replenished. 

The water eventually makes 
it to the ocean through rivers 


and evaporation in the soil, 
they note. 

Groundwater extraction is 
the main component of addi¬ 
tions that account for the mys¬ 
tery gap, according to their 
paper, which is based on com¬ 
puter modelling. 

The probe seeks to fill one of 
the knowledge gaps in the 
complex science of climate 
change. 

Researchers admit to many 
unknowns about how the 
oceans respond to warming, 
and one of them is sea-level 
rise, an important question for 
hundreds of millions of coastal 
dwellers. 

Just a tiny rise, if repeated 
year on year, can eventually 
have a dramatic impact in loca¬ 
tions that are vulnerable to 
storm surges or the influx of 
saltwater into aquifers or 
coastal fields. 

In its 2007 Fourth Assess¬ 
ment Report, the IPCC said the 
oceans would rise by between 
18 and 59 centimetres (seven to 
23 inches) by the century's end. 

But this estimate did not fac¬ 
tor in meltwater from the 
mighty Greenland and Antarc¬ 
tic ice sheets. 

A study published last year 
by the Oslo-based Arctic Mon¬ 
itoring and Assessment Project 
(AMAP) said sea levels would 
rise, on current melting trends, 
by 90 cms to 1.6 metres (3.0 to 
5.3 feet) by 2100.

European stocks rebound 
on G8 support for Greece 


LONDON (AFP) - European 
stock markets mostly re¬ 
bounded on Monday as G8 
support for Greece to remain 
in the eurozone boosted sen¬ 
timent after last week's sharp 
sell-off, traders said. 

London's benchmark 
FTSE 100 index closed up 
0.70 percent to 5,304.48 
points after tumbling by five 
percent last week. 

In Frankfurt, the DAX 30 
added 0.95 percent to 
6,331.04 points and in Paris 
the CAC 40 gained 0.64 per¬ 
cent to 3,027.15 points. 

In foreign exchange deals, 
the euro slid to $1.2767 from 
$1.2773 late in New York on 
Friday. 

The euro had earlier Fri¬ 
day hit a four-month-low of 
$1.2642 on deepening wor¬ 
ries about the eurozone. 

"After five days of consec¬ 
utive declines core European 
markets have rebounded 
today, though Italian and 
Spanish markets have under- 
performed," said Michael 
Hewson, senior market ana¬ 
lyst at CMC Markets. 

"The gains have been 
helped by comments from 
Chinese policymakers that 
suggested that they could 
well take measures to help 
boost growth and boost do¬ 
mestic consumption," he 
added. 

Spain on Monday denied 
that it needed foreign help for 
its banks, which are stagger¬ 
ing under the mass of loans 
that turned sour after a 2008 
property crash, but tasked 
two global consulting firms, 
Roland Berger and Oliver 
Wyman, with valuing their 
battered balance sheets. 

Economy Minister Luis de 
Guindos also forecast the 



Spanish economy would con¬ 
tract this quarter at the 0.3 
percent rate it has for the past 
half year. 

Spanish stocks closed 
down 0.65 percent. 

With the future of Eu¬ 
rope's single currency union 
in trouble, leaders of eight of 
the world's largest economies 
called on Greece to stick to 
the terms of a massive EU- 
IMF bailout, which is hang¬ 
ing by a thread. 

"We agree on the impor¬ 
tance of a strong and cohe¬ 
sive eurozone for global 
stability and recovery," a G8 
joint communique stated 
wrapping up a weekend 
meeting. 

"We affirm our interest in 
Greece remaining in the eu¬ 
rozone while respecting its 
commitments." 

The G8 club of developed 
nations comprises Britain, 
Canada, France, Germany, 
Italy, Japan, Russia and the 
United States. 

Germany and France 
pledged on Monday to do 
whatever is necessary to keep 
Greece in the euro fold, as 
political turmoil in the debt- 
wracked country threatens to 
force it out of the club. 

US stocks moved higher 
Monday, with the Dow Jones 
Industrial Average up 0.65 
percent to 12,449.42 points in 
midday trading. 

The S&P 500-stock index 
climbed 0.96 percent to 
1,307.68 points, while the 
tech-rich Nasdaq added 1.28 
percent to 2,814.31 points. 


However Facebook shares 
plunged almost 12 percent 
below their IPO price in early 
trade Monday, as early buy¬ 
ers sought to cut losses dur¬ 
ing the stock's first full day of 
trade. 

An hour and a half after 
the market opened, the shares 
were changing hands at 
$33.67, a 11.9 percent dis¬ 
count from the $38 initial 
public offering price, which 
made Facebook the second 
largest US IPO of all time. 

Over in the Asia-Pacific 
region, stock markets ended 
mostly higher on Monday, 
also following heavy losses 
last week on eurozone con¬ 
cerns. 

Tokyo gained 0.26 per¬ 
cent, Sydney rose 0.67 per¬ 
cent and Seoul won 0.94 
percent. Hong Kong fell 0.16 
percent. 

Global markets have been 
sent into a spin this month 
after May 6 polls in Greece 
and France saw voters over¬ 
whelmingly back anti-auster¬ 
ity parties. 

Another election has been 
called for next month in 
Greece after several attempts 
to form a coalition govern¬ 
ment failed.

Apple’s Cook top-paid US CEO 
in 2011: report 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Apple 
chief executive Tim Cook 
topped the list of the best- 
paid CEOs in the US in 2011 
thanks to stock options that 
put him more than $300 mil¬ 
lion above his next rival, a 
Wall Street Journal survey 
showed Monday. 

Cook, who took the helm of 
the iPhone and iPad maker in 
August last year, two months 
before the death of founder 
Steve Jobs, clocked in total 
compensation of $378 million. 

Cook earned a paltry 90 
cents for his annual salary 
and 90 cents for his annual 
incentives. 

But he scooped up a cool 
$376 million in restricted 
stock grants, based on 
Apple's stock price at the 


time. 

Another Silicon Valley big 
gun, the head of Oracle, 
Larry Ellison, came in second 
place with less than a fifth of 
Cook's pay, at $76 million. 

The study, conducted by 
Hay Group for the Journal 
covered the 300 largest US 
public companies by revenue. 

Television broadcaster 
CBS head Leslie Moonves 
was in number-three position 
at $69 million, followed by 
the chief executive of strug¬ 
gling retailer JCPenney, 
Ronald Johnson, who pulled 
in $53 million. 

Motorola Mobility chief 
Sanjay Jha was ranked fifth, 
at $47 million. 

The remainder of the top 
10, in descending order, were 
the CEOs of Citigroup, Via¬ 
com, Motorola Solutions, 
Walt Disney, and Ford Motor, 
whose Alan Mulally earned 
$29 million. 

Apple's Cook could see 
his compensation climb fur¬ 
ther into the stratosphere this 
year. Apple shares have 
leaped 29 percent in the year 
to date, and on Monday were 
up 5.5 percent in late New 
York trade.

LONDON (AFP) - Robin 
Gibb, singer with the leg¬ 
endary British band the Bee 
Gees, died on Sunday aged 62 
after a lengthy battle against 
cancer, his family said. 

"The family of Robin Gibb, 
of the Bee Gees, announce 
with great sadness that Robin 
passed away today following 
his long battle with cancer and 
intestinal surgery," said a fam¬ 
ily statement. 

Barry, Maurice and Robin 
Gibb scaled the heights of the 
pop world in the 1970s with 
disco hits including "How 
Deep Is Your Love", "Stayin' 
Alive", and "Night Lever". 

The band notched up record 
sales of more than 200 million 
since their first hits in the the 
1960s. 

Gibb underwent bowel sur¬ 
gery 18 months ago for an un¬ 
related condition but a tumour 
was found and he was diag¬ 
nosed with cancer of the colon 
and the liver. 

Back in Lebruary, Gibb said 
he had made a "spectacular" 
recovery from his treatment, 
sparking hopes that his cancer 
was in remission, but recently 
experienced a sharp deteriora¬ 
tion. 

The singer fell into a coma 
last month after contracting 
pneumonia, but had raised 
hopes of survival after making 
another recovery.

Gibb was born on Decem¬ 
ber 22, 1949 on the Isle of 
Man, the British crown de¬ 
pendency, about half an hour 
before Maurice. 

Soon after the twins were 
born, the Gibb family moved 
to Manchester, northwest Eng¬ 
land, and then to Brisbane in 
Australia in 1958. 

The Bee Gees soon became 
child stars and had their first 
hit in 1963, "The Battle of the 
Blue and Grey", performed on 
national television. 

Gibb's twin brother Mau¬ 
rice died of a heart attack in 
2003 following intestinal sur¬ 
gery. 

DJ Paul Gambaccini on 
Sunday called Gibb "talented 
beyond even his own under¬ 
standing". 

"Everyone should be aware 
that the Bee Gees are second 
only to Lennon and McCart¬ 
ney as the most successful 
songwriting unit in British 
popular music," he said.

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Resurgent France remain 
an unknown quantity

PARIS (AFP) - Underdogs or 
potential finalists? Dark horses 
or dead certs? Few teams com¬ 
peting at Euro 2012 are 
shrouded in as much uncer¬ 
tainty as Laurent Blanc's 
France. 

Les Bleus are unbeaten in 
18 games — a run including 
friendly wins over England, 
Brazil and Germany — but are 
only ranked 16th in the world, 
having fallen as low as 27th in 
September 2010. 

They are touted as con¬ 
tenders for the top prize in 
Poland and Ukraine, but were 
12 minutes from the play-offs 
before a Samir Nasri penalty 
in their last qualifier at home 
to Bosnia-Herzegovina se¬ 
cured their place at the tourna¬ 
ment. 

Their squad will feature 
players from Real Madrid, 
Manchester United, Bayern 
Munich and AC Milan, and yet 
they insist on portraying them¬ 
selves as underdogs. 

"There will be a favourite — 
England — and behind them, the 



three teams all have realistic 
hopes of qualifying," said Blanc 
after France were drawn along¬ 
side England, Sweden and co¬ 
hosts Ukraine in Group D. 

The reason for France's cir¬ 
cumspection is the dark 
shadow cast by the events of 
the 2010 World Cup in South 
Africa, which continues to 
linger over the squad. 

Having touched rock-bot¬ 
tom after the training ground 
strike that brought ridicule on 
the whole country, France's 
confidence remains fragile. 

Results may be pursuing an 
upward curve, but there is still 
some way to go before the 
wounds heal completely and 
Blanc has repeatedly warned 
against the dangers of expec¬ 
tation. 

"After the trauma of the 
2010 World Cup, everyone 
said that we had to rediscover 
some humility. And 17 months 
later, we want to pretty much 
win the Euro or reach the final. 

"It's very good to have am¬ 
bition, but you can't do it with 
a magic wand. Yes, we were 
world champions in 1998, Eu¬ 
ropean champions in 2000, 
and World Cup finalists in 
2006. But wake up, stop living 
in the past! 

The French media have ex¬ 
pressed doubts about France's 
ability to dominate opposing 
sides, but February's 2-1 
friendly win over Germany in 
Bremen has made it increas¬ 
ingly difficult to downplay the 
team's potential. 

Germany were missing sev¬ 
eral key players but France's 
enterprising victory was 
nonetheless impressive. 

The emergence of Lille 
right-back Mathieu Debuchy 
has softened the blow of 
Bacary Sagna's absence 
through injury, while strikers 
Olivier Giroud of Montpellier 
and Karim Benzema of Real 
Madrid have enjoyed the best 


seasons of their careers. 

There are concerns at cen¬ 
tre-back, though, with Philippe 
Mexes having spent several 
games on the bench at Milan 
during the second half of the 
season and Adil Rami appear¬ 
ing fatigued after a demanding 
debut campaign with Valencia. 

Franck Ribery, meanwhile, 
still seems incapable of repro¬ 
ducing the form that makes 
him such an integral compo¬ 
nent of the Bayern attack 
whenever he pulls on the blue 
shirt of his country. 

Blanc has apparently re¬ 
solved one dilemma, however, 
by handing the captain's arm- 
band to Lyon goalkeeper Hugo 
Lloris after months of experi¬ 
mentation. 

France open their campaign 
against England in Donetsk in 
June 11, evoking memories of 
their opening clash at Euro 
2004, when an injury-time 
Zinedine Zidane brace earned 
Les Bleus a 2-1 win. 

Memorable games have 
been in short supply for France 
since Zidane's exit from the in¬ 
ternational scene in 2006, but 
no team will relish the 
prospect of facing Blanc's men 
this summer.

Chelsea's win. 

The miss allowed 
Didier Drogba to slot 
home the winning 
spot-kick and give 
Chelsea their first Eu¬ 
ropean title, while 
Bayern finish without 
silverware for a second 
season with eight of 
their team due to link 
up with the German 
squad. 

"Football is sometimes 
brutal, of course, we are all 
disappointed and sad," said 
Germany coach Joachim 
Loew. 

Bayern's Germany stars 
including Philipp Lahm, 
Manuel Neuer, Thomas 
Mueller and Mario Gomez 
were all left bitterly disap¬ 
pointed, but can expect

day. 

"We have no magic potion 
that will rebuild everyone at 
once," admitted Germany 
team manager Oliver Bier- 
hoff at their pre-Euro 2012 
training camp. "There is a 
process and we have to give 
the players a few days. We 
will build the boys up again, 
the change of air will do them 
good, with us they can still 
win the title." 

Germany open their Euro 
2012 campaign against Por¬ 
tugal in Lviv, Ukraine, on 
June 9, but face friendlies 
against Switzerland in Basel 
on Saturday and Israel in 
Leipzig on May 31. 

The Bayern players will 
only link up with the German 
squad after Tuesday's 
friendly against World Cup 
finalists Holland at the Al¬ 
lianz Arena. 
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NBA: Lin's return to Knicks 
no slam dunk: report 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Jeremy 
Lin, the Asian-American 
NBA star whose rise to star¬ 
dom sparked global interest, 
is not assured of returning to 
the New York Knicks next 
season, his agent told the 
New York Post. 

The newspaper reported 
on Monday that Roger Mont¬ 
gomery does not expect talks 
over a new deal for Lin to be 
simple even though interim 
Knicks coach Mike Woodson 
said Lin, who becomes a free 
agent July 1, would ’’ab¬ 
solutely” return. 

’’We’re not anticipating 
that’s going to happen,” 
Montgomery said. ”We don’t 
have assurances of anything. 
I know history shows most 
restricted free agents go back 
to their team, but I’m not 
going to assume anything. 

’’We’re waiting to see what 
happens.” 

Under league rules, the 
Knicks can match any offer 
made to Lin, who made only 
$762,000 last season but saw 
his replica jersey become the 
NBA’s No. 2 seller after he 
leaped from bench-warmer 
obscurity to hero last Febru¬ 
ary. 

Lin, a 24-year-old Ameri¬ 
can whose parents are from 
Taiwan, became a global sen- 
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sation as the first American of 
Chinese or Taiwanese de¬ 
scent to play in the NBA after 
he was forced into starting 
once two Knicks starters 
were injured. 

Days away from being 
dropped by his third NBA 
team, the Harvard graduate 
made the most of his chance. 
With drives to the basket, 
pinpoint passes and top 
shooting efforts, Lin sparked 
a seven-game win streak for 
the Knicks. 

The phenomenon known 
as ’’Linsanity” followed as he 
remained a key playmaker 
for the Knicks after the stars 
returned, although his season 
ended early after a torn 
meniscus in his left knee re¬ 
quired surgery on April 2. 

Lin, who averaged 14.6 
points and 6.2 assists for the 
season, will be sought as a 
free agent by the Toronto 


PARIS (AFP) - Ivory Coast 
great Didier Drogba has told 
his Chelsea team-mates he is 
leaving the newly-crowned 
Champions League winners 
because he doesn’t fancy 
spending time on the substi¬ 
tutes bench, France Football 
said Monday. 

The 34-year-old - who 
scored the late equaliser and 
then the decisive penalty in the 
shootout win over German 
side Bayern Munich on Satur¬ 
day - is quoted by the maga¬ 
zine as saying he burst into 
tears when he told the rest of 
the squad during their open top 
bus parade with the trophy on 
Sunday. 

”We (he and his team¬ 
mates) will not be together 
next season,” the magazine 
cited Drogba as saying. 

” As I have decided to leave, 
I wanted to tell them to their 
faces. 

’’Only that I couldn't do it. 


Raptors, the Post reported, 
citing an unnamed source. 

An ongoing arbitration 
dispute between the NBA and 
its players union will decide 
if the Knicks can spend over 
the salary cap to re-sign play¬ 
ers, which would allow the 
Knicks to keep Lin and seek 
more experienced point 
guard. 

Should the union lose, the 
Knicks would need that 
money to keep Lin and rivals 
could backload contract of¬ 
fers to push the Knicks be¬ 
yond the salary cap later in 
Lin’s contract. 

Lin's profitability in the 
NBA’s growing Asian market 
will be critical in the equa¬ 
tion, but his performance on 
the court will likely play the 
most vital role in judging his 
value for the Knicks and their 
rivals.

NBAs Magic fire 
coach Van Gundy, 
GM Smith 



ORLANDO (AFP) - The 
NBA's Orlando Magic fired 
coach Stan van Gundy and 
agreed to part ways with gen¬ 
eral manager Otis Smith on 
Monday after they were elim¬ 
inated from the first round of 
the play-offs by the Indiana 
Pacers. 

The Magic finished 37-29, 
sixth in the Eastern Confer¬ 
ence, but struggled after star 
center Dwight Howard under¬ 
went season-ending back sur¬ 
gery even as they reached the 
playoffs for the sixth year in a 
row. 

"We sincerely appreciate 
and thank Otis and Stan for all 
that they have done on and off 
the floor for the Orlando 
Magic," said Magic chief ex¬ 
ecutive officer Alex Martins. 

"These are the days you 
dread in this business, but we 
feel it's time for new leader¬ 
ship and new voices." 

Three years after losing to 
the Los Angeles Lakers in the 
2009 NBA Finals, the Magic 
were knocked out in the first 
round of the playoffs for the 
second year in a row, a major 
factor in the decision to seek 
new leadership at the club. 

"The disappointment of 
getting eliminated in the first 
round of the playoffs these 


past two seasons played a pri¬ 
mary role in our decision, as 
we feel our momentum to¬ 
wards winning a champi¬ 
onship has paused," Martins 
said. 

The Magic had major is¬ 
sues over keeping Howard, 
the big man concerned about 
the talent he was surrounded 
with in Orlando even as poten¬ 
tial trades and free agency 
deals were reported that would 
move him to other clubs. 

Former Miami Heat coach 
Van Gundy, who took charge 
of the Magic in 2007, has a 
regular-season career NBA 
coaching record of 371-208, 
including 259-135 over five 
seasons in Orlando. 

Van Gundy's highlights in¬ 
cluded guiding Orlando to the 
2008 Southeast division title, 
a trip to the 2009 finals and 
the 2010 Eastern Conference 
final. The Magic enjoyed four 
50-win seasons under Van 
Gundy until this season's lock- 
out-shortened campaign. 

Smith became general 
manager of the Magic in 2006 
and was made president of 
basketball operations for the 
club before the start of the 
2010-2011 season. The Magic 
went 299-177 under Smith's 
general manager tenure. 


Tennis: Nadal wins Rome 
Masters for sixth time 



ROME (AFP) - Rafael Nadal 
won his sixth Rome Masters 
title in a rain-postponed final 
against Novak Djokovic here 
on Monday, defeating the 
world number one 7-5, 6-3. 

It was sweet revenge for a 
straight sets loss to the Serb 
in last year's final and the win 
means that he will move back 
ahead of Roger Federer at 
number two in the world 
rankings. 

It was also the perfect 
preparation for the defence of 
his French Open title with the 
tournament due to get under¬ 
way in Paris on Sunday and 
takes his career head-to-head 
with his rival to 18-14 in his 
own favour. 

It meant that Nadal won 
claycourt titles in Monte 
Carlo, Barcelona and Rome 
with his only loss coming in 
Madrid where he went down 
to compatriot Fernando Ver- 
dasco. 

Djokovic failed to win a 
claycourt title as he prepares 
to go into Roland Garros 
where he is aiming to make it 
four Grand Slam titles in a 
row after winning Wimble¬ 
don and the US Open crowns 
last year and the Australian 
Open early this year. 

In a final held over from 
Sunday because of rain, 
Nadal immediately pounded 
out two break points on the 
opening Djokovic serve, but 


the Serb saved both with 
powerful backhands. 

There were two more 
break points for the Spaniard 
in the fifth game as Djokovic 
made a mess of an overhead 
smash and Nadal converted 
the second of these, easily 
running down a poorly-exe¬ 
cuted Djokovic drop-shot. 

But just as Nadal seemed 
to be taking command, 
Djokovic earned his first 
break point of the match in 
the following game which he 
took as an out-of-position 
Nadal flopped a forehand 
into the net. 

And two games later he 
had Nadal back-pedalling 
again with a series of punish¬ 
ing drives from the baseline 
only for a bad line-call to rob 
him of a first set point. 

Nadal levelled at 5-5 and 
then, on the back of some stu¬ 
pendous defending, he 


grabbed a second break of 
serve and made good on it by 
outgunning Djokovic in a 
thrilling exchange of shots at 
the net. 

Still riled by the line-call, 
Djokovic smashed his rac¬ 
quet at the exchange of ends 
and was warned by the um¬ 
pire before Nadal comfort¬ 
ably served out to pocket the 
first set in 76 minutes. 

Nadal took up in the sec¬ 
ond set where he had left off 
in the first and he had the 
Serb scrambling from side to 
side in a failed attempt to pre¬ 
vent the five-times champion 
from grabbing an early break. 

Djokovic had an immedi¬ 
ate chance to get back on 
level terms in the set but he 
failed to capitilise on four 
break points in the next game 
allowing Nadal to move 2-0 
ahead. 

The defending champion 
stopped the rot by holding 
serve to make it 2-1 and he 
had two break-back opportu¬ 
nities in the next game only 
to squander both with un¬ 
forced errors. 

He was made to pay the 
price for those missed oppor¬ 
tunities as Nadal slammed 
shut the door on his follow¬ 
ing serves and then broke 
again to become the first 
player to win six Rome titles.
